More than seven hundred years before the
Christian era, Isaish prophetically spenks ofa
threshing machine, ‘¢ behold I will make thee a
new sharp threshing instrument having teeth.”
And yet this intimation, pointing out alm:ost the
very structure of the machine now iu s0 common
use, was not realized wntil the nineteenth centu-
ry ; and then received with & doulsting cantion
that well nigh dampened the experiment. The
mgrchant has carried his enterprise into every
nook and comer of the world—and 1 had almost |
written, unknown world ; the learnced huve exer- |
ted their talents to the development, and practi- i
cal application of selentific principles. which has :
givea to their class an enviable place in the esti-
mation of mankind ; the mechanic, av ailing him-

fermer stands to gaze with mingled feelings of
doubt and astonishment that all the other pur-
suits of lifo whirl so rapidly past him.

What ia the rawedy for this admitted evil ¢
Wa mnswer—the coducation of firmers’ sons
through the mediom of an agricultural school.—
We mean a school to educate boys in the art and
science of farming ; and unless the farmers of our
Btate will zealously embrace this ides, and avail
themselves of it, there is no hope that their con-
dition can be otherwise improved but by the
lapse of time, and happening or accidental cir-
cumstancns.

There ia no one of the colleges of this country
adapted to instruct s farmer; on the contrary,
their system is calculated to educate young men
to & state of entire unfitness for suy such nccu-
pation. A boy graduated at one of our literary
institutiona, has already spent that part of his
life which alone can be profitably employed to
learn the art of farming: and ecience without
art is still worse than art without science. There
are peculisr reasons why farmers should take up
this subjoet sad tuake it their own. It is a fact
with regard to the system upon which literary
institutions are st present based, that their pecu-
niary resources are never sdequate to their ne-
cessitiea; however cconomical they may bLe.—
The consequence of this is that education is made
10 cost more than they, who rely upon the pro-
ducts of a farm, are able to pay. DBesides, if this
expense should have been undergone, the farmer
has in all probability driven his son from all taste
or desire to pursue the calling fur which his ma-
turor judgment intended him. And if the hoy
should returm to the farm, it is to exhibit to his
disappointed father and Lrothers how little he

Treatment of Milk Cows,

U 1o treeting of csttie [ have not already con-
sumned too mach tine, Tshould like to eay a word
us to the bad treatment Milk cowa are but too
frequently subjected to in alinost every place:
a treatment a8 unwise as it is cruel. If it were
confined (o eitied, where the poor animals are
drugged with still slops and other unnatural
food. by milkmen, so called, to excite the cows
to yidld undue quantitics of what they call milk,
I would not think it nccessary to refor to it here;
but the cruel and improper treatment of cows is
not confined to cities alone—go where you will
¥you ara sure to be shocked at the seenes of suffer-
ing snd negleot these patient snimals are made
to endure whether on commons, farms, stable or
yards. If driven out after milking, or brought
home to be milked, they never fail of being run,
whipped or cudgelled by some unfecling boy,
who seems to think it part of his daty to deal
them as many blows as he can while within his
reach. Then but too often fllow the blows of
the milker, shonld the poor animal wince under
the pressure on tests, lacerated porhaps by thorns,
or made sore from other causes. No wonder that
this treatment, with scantiness of food and some-
times of water, reduces the cow to the wretched
condition in which they are but too often found
im every quarter. Set a farm hand to clean the
cow stable daily, to curty and brush the cows.
and he will be apt to think you s fool, or that
you mean to degrade him—if he eomply, it will
be with reluctance, and it is quite likely he will
take more ont of their hides, or put more into
them, than you bargained for. Ask the same
worthy to groom your horse, and he will not fail
to do it checrfully. Why this prejudice, this fol-
Iy ¥ Does not the cow stand in & more interest-
ing rclation to us than the horse ?  Ife works fior
us and carries us, to be sure, but then do we pac-
take of his flesh and blood while living, in the
shape of milk, butter and cheese ? and do we
slaughter him for beef when we suppose him fail-
ing in strength? No. Well, then, why is net
the samo attention paid to the cleaniiness and
health of the cows as is bestowed upon the horse ?
The eame care that produces so finea condition
inone, could not fil of having the same effict upon
the other—and [ say that it is the height of folly,
and positive injustice to ourselves, to withhold
those attentious from the cow. She is a second
wet nurse (o usand our children, and if this nurse

be in.ill-health, will not her milk, eream and but-
